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HOW  FAR  MAY  CANADIAN 
ZIONISTS  GO 

“As  Canadian  residents  of  the  British 
Commonwealth,  how  far  are  we  to 
protest  the  present  British  policy  af- 
fecting the  mandate  and  the  penalties  it 
imposes  on  the  Yishuv?” 

My  answer  is:  “To  the  limit.”  I 
never  had  any  difficulty  “to  reconcile 
my  position  as  citizen  in  the  British 
Commonwealth  with  my  function  of  ar- 
dent Zionist,”  for  Zionism  is  dedicated 
to  the  task  of  restoring  to  a haunted, 
homeless  people  their  own  home  and 
I became  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
Zionist  cause  because  it  is  a just  cause 
and  not  merely  because  I was  a Jew. 
I should  be,  I am  sure,  as  ardent  a 
Zionist  were  I not  a Jew,  on  the  same 
ground  and  for  the  very  same  reason 
that  General  Smuts,  for  instance,  is  a 
devoted  Zionist  though  he  is  a non- 
Jewish  British- Afrikaner;  or  Sir  Flavelle 
who  is  >a  sincere  Zionist  even  if  he  is  a 
devout  Christian  and  a loyal  Canadian. 

And  if  to-day  we  Zionists  condemn 
the  British  Government  and  strongly 
protest  Attlee’s  and  Bevin’s  attitude  and 
actions  concerning  Palestine  it  is  because 
we  realize,  of  course,  that  their  actions 
are  damaging  the  Zionist  cause  but  also 
because  we  are  equally  convinced  that 
those  actions  are  ethically  unjustified 
and  politically  harmful  to  the  higher 
interests  and  prestige  of  the  British 
people, — harmful  because  they  are  un- 
just and  unwarranted.
